Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary  circumstances 
of  the  Urban  District  for  1965. 

The  Registrar  General fs  estimate  of  the  population  for  1965  shows  once  more 
a  considerable  increase  -  990  over  the  previous  Year  to  26,470. 

The  births  (537)  are  the  highest  recorded  since  the  inception  of  the  Urban 
District,  while  the  corrected  birth  and  death  rates  of  20.02  and  9*7  are  to  be 
compared  with  those  of  England  and  Wales  which  respectively  were  18.0  and  11. 5 . 

Deaths  from  respiratory  diseases,  excluding  Tuberculosis  and  Malignant 
Neoplasms,  showed  a  rise  over  the  previous  Year,  being  43  compared  with  30,  to 
which  adverse  climatic  conditions  may  have  been  a  contributory  factor.  Deaths 
from  Cancer  of  the  lung  and  bronchus  accounted  for  19  deaths,  all  males,  and 
during  the  past  six  years  77  deaths  have  occurred  from  this  cause  of  which  70 
were  in  males.  It  is  recognised  that  over  the  past  25  years  males  were  still 
the  heaviest  cigarette  smokers. 

There  were  123  notified  cases  of  infectious  disease  of  which  64  were  Measles, 
38  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified,  all  were  mild  and  did  not  require 
admission  to  hospital.  In  a  large  proportion  of  the  visits  paid  to  homes  from 
which  Scarlet  Fever  had  been  notified,  the  patient  was  not  in  bed  but  enjoying 
radio  and  television  and  the  extra  attention  from  the  parent. 

A  separate  report  is  given  as  an  Appendix  on  a  Food  Poisoning  outbreak 
associated  with  a  School  Canteen.  Although  only  7  cases  were  notified,  568 
persons  partook  of  the  meal  of  which  209  had  various  symptoms  lasting  over  a 
period  of  12  to  18  hours  from  ingestion  of  the  food. 
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It  is  to  be  regretted  that  the  improvement  grant  scheme  has  not  been  more 
extensively  taken  up  especially  in  tenanted  accommodation.  It  is  mainly  by  the 
widespread  use  of  this  scheme  that  properties  in  the  town  can  be  modernised, 
eventually  curtailing  future  slum  clearance  programmes# 

The  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963  bas  added  considerably  to 
the  work  of  the  Department,  but  with  the  second  Additional  Inspector,  it  is 
anticipated  that  the  general  inspections  will  be  completed  within  three  years. 
Very  many  inspections  have  to  be  made  to  the  same  premises  to  ensure  that 
contraventions  have  been  dealt  with. 

Various  noxious  smells  from  local  industries  have  caused  complaints,  but 
their  complete  eradication  is  proving  very  difficult. 

A  Home  Safety  Committee  was  established  in  the  Autumn  and  a  part-time  Home 
Safety  Organiser  was  appointed. 

The  Staff  has,  as  usual,  worked  efficiently  and  smoothly  -  Mr.  A.  Leslie, 
your  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  with  his  local  knowledge  and  zeal,  is  a 
Colleague  upon  whom  I  place  complete  reliance# 

I  would  also  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Health  Committee  for  their  interest  and  courtesy.

SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 


1.  Climatology 

The  rainfall  recorded  in  the  Urban  District  was  30-18  inches,  as  compared 
with  24.39  inches  recorded  in  1964* 

The  heaviest  rainfall,  as  recorded  at  the  Highsted  Waterworks ,  was  2*79 
inches  on  3nd  September. 

Thunderstorms  occurred  in  the  Urban  District  cn  6  occasions  and  the 
wettest  month  was  September  when  the  rainfall  recorded  was  6*95  inches. 

Pog  occurred  on  12  occasions  (l  in  February;  2  in  March;  1  in  September; 

4  in  October;  2  in  November  and  2  in  December). 

During  the  Year,  there  were  16  falls  of  snow  locally  (4  in  January; 

4  in  February;  4  in  March;  1  in  April  and  3  in  November). 

Temperatures  dropped  below  freezing  point  on  59  occasions  (13  in  January; 
10  in  February;  11  in  March;  1  in  April;  4  in  October;  12  in  November  and  8  in 
December)  as  compared  with  50  occasions  in  the  previous  Year. 

The  hottest  day  cf  the  Year  was  the  15th  May  when  a  Temperature  of  80°F. 
was  recorded.

was  recorded.

5*  Infantile  Mortality 

(a)  Ten  deaths  of  Infants  under  one  Year  of  age  were  recorded  during  the 
Year  under  review,  as  compared  with  11  in  19 64, 

The  infant  mortality  rate  for  the  Year  was  18.6  per  thousand  live  births. 

The  rate  for  1964  was  21.9  per  thousand.  The  rates  for  previous  Years  may  be  seen 
upon  reference  to  Table  III. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  for  England  and  Wales  as  a  whole  was  19.0  per 
thousand  live  births,  which  was  the  lowest  ever  recorded  in  this  Country. 

Of  the  10  deaths  recorded,  7  were  infants  under  four  weeks  of  age,  resulting 
in  a  Neo-Natal  mortality  rate  of  13.0  per  thousand  live  births  as  compared  with 
that  for  England  and  Wales  as  a  whole  of  13.0  per  thousand  live  births. 

The  Perinatal  Mortality  Rate  was  22.0  per  thousand  total  live  and  stillbirths. 

The  Maternal  Mortality  was  -  NIL.

SECTION  in 


INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES 
THEIR  PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL 


1.  NotifiaLle  Diseases  -  Incidence 

Daring  the  Year,  the  Department  received  123  notifications  of  cases  of 
notifiable  diseases,  as  occurring  in  the  Urban  District.  The  figures  for 
previous  Years  are  detailed  in  Table  VIII. 

The  incidence  of  these  notified  cases  in  each  Quarter  of  the  Year  was  as 
follows s - 

1st  Quarter  -  56$  2nd  Quarter  -  28;  3rd  Quarter  -  21;  4th  Quarter  -  18. 

The  main  cause  of  notification  was  Measles,  being  64  cases. 

Of  the  64  cases  of  Measles  notified,  54  were  Children  under  School  age. 

There  were  10  cases  amongst  School  Children,  mainly  in  the  age  group  5-9 
years,  and  8  Schools  in  the  District  were  involved. 

The  cases  were  generally  of  a  mild  nature  and  in  no  case  was  it  found 
necessary  to  recommend  hospitalisation. 

38  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified  as  compared  with  8  cases  in  the 
previous  Year.  Of  these  38  cases,  7  were  Children  under  School  age.  The 
remaining  31  cases  were  all  School  Children  involving  13  Schools  in  the  District. 
In  no  case  was  it  found  necessary  to  admit  to  Hospital. 

One  case  of  Whooping  Cough  notified  during  the  Year  was  a  Child  under  School 
age.  The  other  two  cases  notified  were  both  School  Children,  aged  5  and  15  years 
respectively. 

Of  the  8  cases  of  Food  Poisoning  notified,  7  were  involved  in  an  outbreak 
at  one  particular  School.  In  this  outbreak  568  persons  were  at  risk  and  209  of 
these  persons  were  actually  affected.  A  report  on  this  outbreak  is  included 
under  Appendix  "J1*. 

The  remaining  case  of  Food  Poisoning  notified  was  a  Male,  aged  35  years. 

The  single  case  of  Poliomyelitis  notified  was  a  Female,  aged  21  years.  This 
case  was  finally  diagnosed  as  Influenza. 
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The  single  case  of  Para-Typhoid  notified  was  a  Child  (female)  aged  9ir 
months.  This  case  was  admitted  to  Hospital. 

Details  of  the  7  cases  'of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and  1  case  of  Non- 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  are  shown  in  Tables  VI  and  IX.

At  3rd,  4th  and  5th  Month  -  Triple  injections  against  Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough 
and  Tetanus.  *Boosterf  Triple  injections  at  2  years  and  5  years. 

At  6th,  7th  and  8th  Month  and  again  at  5  years  -  Protection  against  Poliomyelitis, 
by  Oral  Vaccine. 

At  1  -  2  Years  -  Vaccination  against  Smallpox. 

All  other  persons  up  to  the  age  of  40  years  are  eligible  for  receiving 
protection  against  Poliomyelitis,  by  Oral  Vaccine,  by  arrangements  with  their  own 
Do ctors. 

The  Health  and  Welfare  Department  of  the  Kent  County  Council  has  arranged  for 
Clinics  for  the  taking  of  Cervical  Smears  to  be  held  at  Sutton  House  on  Tuesdays, 
from  6  to  7  p*m.  Forms  for  appointments  at  this  Clinic  can  be  obtained  from  the 
Child  Welfare  Clinic  at  Sutton  House;  from  the  Health  Department ,  Council  Offices, 
Central  Avenue,  Sittingbourne,  or  from  a  personfs  own  Doctor. 

The  three  Health  Visitors  (Kent  County  Council  Staff)  at  Sutton  House,  who 
cover  the  Urban  District  of  Sittingbourne  and  Milton,  are  -  Mrs.  M.  Cheeseman, 

Miss  D.  L.  Harris  and  Miss  M.  E.  Dennitts. 

Mental  Welfare  is  provided  by  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  for  patients  from 
the  Urban  District,  at  13  South  Road,  Faversham.

5.  Old  Peopled  Welfare 


I  am  indebted  to  Councillor  Mrs.  J.  Noble  for  once  again  supplying  the 
following  information  regarding  the  activities  and  services  of  the  Old  Peopled 
Welfare  Committee,  for  the  benefit  of  the  elderly  residents  in  the  Urban  District, 
during  the  Year  under  review. 

”  After  Fourteen  years  of  work  in  caring  for  the  needs  of  our  Old  People  in 
the  District,  it  is  with  increasing  pleasure  that  I  survey  the  services  we  have 
introduced  which  are  working  satisfactorily. 

The  ever  important  Night  Sitting  Service  is  still  proving  to  be  of  great 
help  and  comfort  to  the  Elderly  who  are  ill  and  often  in  dire  need,  due  to 
having  no  relative  to  come  to  their  aid.  On  other  occasions  this  Service  gives 
relief  to  tired  relatives  or  good  neighbours.  There  are  still  not  enough  Night 
Sitters  to  cover  adequately  the  demands  made  upon  this  much  needed  Service.  I 
would  like  the  sincere  thanks  recorded  of  my  Committee  and  myself  to  our  Night 
Sitters  who  attend  the  patients  with  such  willing  devotion. 

Our  Visiting  Service  has  greatly  improved  and  expanded  under  the  organisation 
of  Mrs.  Newman  and  Members  of  her  Craigmore  Social  Club,  who  offered  their  services 
to  the  Old  people’s  Welfare  Committee,  thereby  increasing  our  Visitors  to  nearly 
100.  This  is  very  gratifying  as  it  allows  more  frequent  visiting  and  enables  us 
to  cover  a  greater  area.  At  Easter,  3 ,000  eggs  were  distributed  to  our  Old  Folk, 
by  the  Visitors,  and  paid  for  by  money  raised  by  their  own  efforts.  About  600 
Birthday  and  Christmas  Cards  were  sent  during  the  Year  and  400  elderly  and  needy 
Citizens  received  money  or  parcels  at  Christmas. 
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Through  the  kindness  of  Colonel  and  Mrs#  Dean,  we  were  able  to  use  their 
home  and  garden  to  entertain  60  house-bound  people  in  June#  Each  person  was 
collected  by  car  and  returned  to  their  homes  after  tea  at  Woodcourt.  It  was  a 
great  success  and  very  much  appreciated. 

We  are  indebted  to  Rotary  for  their  splendid  effort  in  providing  emergency 
lamps.  There  are  now  about  70  in  use.  Another  very  successful  and  happy  event 
was  a  Cheese  and  Wine  Evening  kindly  organised  and  held  at  the  home  of  Councillor 
and  Mrs.  F#  Bishop.  The  proceeds  from  this  party  has  enabled  us  to  provide 
transport  for  our  Old  People,  which  was  necessary  as  many  are  unable  to  use 
public  transport.  The  Ladies  Circle  Members  also  ran  Coffee  and  Bring  and  Buy 
Evenings  for  the  Old  People1 s  Welfare  Committee,  providing  an  extra  Coach  for  us 
to  run  for  the  house-bound  from  Kerns ley. 

The  Meals-on-Wheels  Service,  under  the  supervision  of  the  W0men!s  Voluntary 
Service,  is  continuing  to  offer  an  excellent  meal  kwice  a  week  to  the  house-bound 
and  Elderly  people  of  the  Urban  District.  About  40  meals  per  week  are  delivered 
by  our  Voluntary  Helpers#  Our  thanks  are  due  to  these  helpers  and  to  Messrs. 
Bowaters,  Kemsley,  and  the  Shell  Research  Company  for  their  co-operation  in 
preparing  these  meals  at  a  charge  so  reasonable# 

The  Good  Companions  Centre  is  still  providing  an  attraction  for  a  few 
regular  old  people  to  meet  every  Friday  afternoon  for  tea  and  a  gossip.  We  are 
grateful  to  Mrs.  Williams  for  running  this  Centre  and  for  creating  such  a  happy 
atmosphere. 

The  Girls  from  the  Grammar  School  continue  to  take  an  active  part  in  the  Old 
People’s  Welfare  Committee. 

Many  social  events  have  taken  place  to  augment  the  Services  provided  and  we 
are  grateful  to  Mrs.  Knowler,  our  Social  Chairman,  for  supervising  these  efforts. 

The  three  Old  People’s  Clubs  in  the  District  continue  to  be  well  supported 
and  give  much  pleasure  to  many  deserving  elderly  people. 

In  conclusion  of  this  report,  I  would  like  to  record  our  sincere  thanks  to 
our  very  efficient  Organising  Secretary,  Mrs#  F* Bishop,  for  her  unfailing  help 
throughout  the  year#  Our  thanks  are  also  due  to  Mrs#  J.M.Mobbs  for  her  loyal 
support  as  Treasurer,  and  to  Mr.  N. Bowen  for  so  willingly  auditing  our  accounts. 
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SECTION  V 


SANITARY  C IRCUMSTA110ES  OP  THE  AREA 


1.  Water  Supply 

(a)  The  Council  fs  V/ater  Undertaking  was  taken  over  by  the  Medway  Water 

Board  on  1st  April,  1965?  accordance  with  the  Medway  Water  Order,  1964° 

Prior  to  this  date  the  whole  of  the  Urban  District  was  supplied  from  the 
Council's  Undertaking.  The  supply  has,  during  the  Year  under  review,  been 
adequate  both  in  quality  and  quantity. 

(b)  Forty- three  samples  of  water  (19  from  the  public  supply  and  24 
from  private  supplies)  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination,  and 
2  samples  (l  from  the  public  supply  and  1  from  a  private  supply)  were 
submitted  for  chemical  examination.  All  of  these  samples  were  found  to  be 
satisfactory. 

(c)  All  the  dwellings  (8,793)  within  the  Urban  District  are  supplied 
from  public  water  mains. 


2 .  Drainage  and  Sewerage 

(a)  During  the  Year,  extensions  of  the  Council's  sewerage  system  were 
carried  out  to  serve  new  housing  development  within  the  area. 

(b)  The  work  of  carrying  out  extension  and  modification  improvements  at 
the  sewage  disposal  works  was  continued  during  the  Year.  This  work 
comprises  the  construction  of  sedimentation  tanks,  permanent  sludge  beds, 
the  conversion  of  existing  sedimentation  tanks  into  primary  settlement  tanks 
and  the  provision  of  new  pumping  equipment. 

(c)  Routine  treatment  against  rodents  in  the  sewerage  system  was 
carried  out  and  the  results  indicate  that  the  incidence  of  infestation  is 
still  very  low.  The  poison  Warfarin  was  again  used. 


3.  Scavenging 

(a)  The  administration  of  the  Council's  refuse  collection  and  disposal 
service  is  under  the  control  of  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor. 

(b)  Disposal  of  refuse  is  by  controlled  tipping  at  the  Council’s  new 
site  at  Milton. 
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4.  School  Sanitation 

(a)  The  sanitary  facilities  provided  at  the  schools  have  "been 
maintained  in  a  satisfactory  manner. 

(h)  School  kitchen  hygiene  generally  was  of  a  high  standard.  In  spite 
of  this,  however,  there  was  an  outbreak  of  food  poisoning  directly 
attributable  to  food  prepared  in  one  of  the  School  kitchens  (see 
Appendix  nJn).  This  incident  highlights  the  necessity  for  constant 
vigilance  and  a  complete  understanding  of  the  possible  effects  of  mis¬ 
handling  potentially  dangerous  foods. 


5*  Public  Conveniences 


The  Conveniences  were  generally  maintained  in  a  satisfactory  manner  in 
spite  of  the  continued  misuse  by  a  minority  of  the  users.  Such  misuse  cost 
the  ratepayers  money  which  was  an  unnecessary  expense. 

The  free  hand-washing  facilities  in  all  the  Conveniences  continues  to 
be  well  used  and  appears  to  be  appreciated  by  the  majority  of  the  persons 
using  the  Conveniences. 


6.  Public  Swimmi 


(a)  12  samples  of  the  bath  water  were  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination.  The  reports  indicated  that  satisfactory  standards  of  purity 
were  being  maintained  in  the  bath  water. 

(b)  In  March,  1965,  new  automatic  oil-fired  boilers  and  a  heating  unit 
were  commissioned  and  these  have  proved  satisfactory  in  use  throughout  the 
season. 


7.  Mort uary  A c c o mmo dat ion 

The  mortuary  facilities  used  by  the  Council  accommodated  29  bodies 
during  the  Year. 

The  arrangements  again  proved  to  be  satisfactory.  The  Council  agreed 
to  the  increased  fee  per  body  from  £1  5s.  Od.  to  £1  10s.  Od.  in  January, 
1965-

1.  Milk  Supply 

(a)  The  Milk  (Special  Designation)  Regulations,  I960 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  above-named  Regulations,  this  Authority  is 
responsible  for  registering  all  Retailers  within  the  Urban  District  as 
Distributors  of  Milk.  The  number  of  Retailers  registered  is  61. 

The  Rent  County  Council  is  the  Authority  responsible  for  the  issue  of 
Licences  for  the  sale  of  designated  Milks,  and  these  Licences  are  valid  for 
five  years  from  the  date  of  issue. 

(b)  Examination  of  Milk  Supplies 

(i)  58  samples  of  Milk  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  or  other 
prescribed  examination  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Maidstone.  The  bulk 
of  the  supply  is  in  the  hands  of  two  or  three  main  suppliers  and  it  seems 
unnecessary  to  duplicate  samples  from  different  purveyors  obtaining  their 
supplies  from  the  same  source.

There  appears  to  be  a  continued  improvement  in  food  handling,  but 
owing  to  the  ever  changing  staff  it  is  difficult  to  achieve  the  progress 
which  ought  to  be  made  year  by  year.  There  is 'little  demand  from  the  food 
trade  for  educational  classes  although  in  one  case  a  lecture  on  food  hygiene 
was  given  to  the  staff  of  a  large  bakehouse  at  the  request  of  the 
Management,  and  I  understand  that  as  a  result  improved  hygienic  standards 
were  achieved. 

During  the  Year  a  survey  of  the  sanitary  facilities  existing  at 
restaurants  and  cafes  ?/as  carried  out  (Appendix  ,?K"  refers).  The  Council, 
as  a  result,  resolved  as  follows*- 
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(a)  That  as  empowered  by  Section  89  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936  (in 
conjunction  Y/ith  Section  80  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1961)  the  Council 
require  that  all  future  cafes  and  restaurants  in  the  Urban  District  be 
provided  with  suitable  sanitary  accommodation  for  the  use  of  persons 
frequenting  the  premises. 

(b)  That  the  proprietors  of  existing  cafes  and  restaurants  which  are 
without  sanitary  conveniences  for  the  use  of  persons  frequenting  the 
premises  be  informed  that  it  is  the  Council’s  intention  to  operate 
Section  89  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  at  the  end  of  three  years. 

The  relationship  between  the  Department  and  the  food  trade  continues 
on  a  good  basis,  as  is  evidenced  by  the  willingness  of  food  traders  of  all 
types  who  voluntarily  seek  our  advice  on  many  aspects  of  food  handling, 
equipment,  techniques,  etc.

With  the  exception  of  13  of  the  /\2  milk  samples  taken  all  the  above 
samples  Y/ere  found  to  be  genuine.

During  the  Year,  27  applications  for  Grants  in  connection  with 
Discretionary  Improvement  Schemes,  were  submitted  to  the  Council .  These 
were  all  approved. 

The  total  cost  of  the  works  involved  in  these  approved  applications, 
amounted  to  £15  >841  and  the  total  of  the  Grants  allowed  was  £ 7?911« 

There  were  9  Completion  Certificates  issued  during  the  Year  and  3  of 
these  were  in  respect  of  applications  received  during  the  Year  1964. 

The  Improvement  Schemes  were,  as  in  previous  Years,  mainly  concerned 
with  the  provision  of  bathrooms,  internal  water  closets  and  hot  water 
systems  and  consequential  improvements  to  kitchens. 

Since  the  Act  came  into  force,  the  Council  has  received  and  approved 
29I  applications.  Of  these,  25O  we  re  completed  by  31st  December,  1965*  In 
addition,  10  applications  were  cancelled  at  the  applicants1  request. 

(d)  Standard  Improvement  Grants  - 

House  Purchase  and  Housing  Act,  1959 
(as  amended  by  the  Housing  Act,  1961) 

During  the  Year,  16  applications  for  Grants  in  connection  with 
Standard  Improvement  Schemes,  were  submitted  to  the  Council.  All  of  these 
were  approved. 

There  were  13  Completion  Certificates  issued  during  the  Year  and  9  of 
these  were  in  respect  of  applications  received  and  approved  during  1964. 

Since  the  Act  came  into  force,  the  Council  has  received  and  approved 
102  applications.  Eighty-seven  of  these  were  completed  by  31st  December, 
1965*  In  addition,  3  applications  were  cancelled  at  the  applicants’ 
request . 

The  total  cost  of  the  Y/orks  involved  in  the  37  completed  applications 
amounted  to  £17,937  and  the  total  of  the  Grants  allowed  was  £8,601. 

The  improvements  required  under  the  applications  Y/ere  for  the  provision 
of  hot  water  systems,  baths,  wash-hand  basins,  internal  water  closets  and 
food  stores. 
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(e)  It  is  disappointing  that  more  use  is  not  made  of  the  grant 
facilities  which  are  available  to  secure  the  provision  of  modern  amenities 
in  suitable  houses.  It  is  difficult  to  know  what  further  steps  can  be 
taken  by  the  Council  and  it’s  Officers  to  further  publicize  these  facilities. 

(f)  Details  in  connection  with  Improvement  Grants,  both  Discretionary 
and  Standard,  are  shown  in  Tables  XV II  and  XVIII. 

(g)  Progress  of  Five-Year’s  Slum  Clearance  Programme 

1965  was  the  third  Year  of  the  Council’s  second  Five-Year’s  Clearance 
Programme.  During  the  Year  48  unfit  houses  were  dealt  with  by  way  of 
Undertakings,  Closing  or  Demolition  Orders. 

An  Inquiry  in  connection  with  the  Cockleshell  Walk  Compulsory  Purchase 
Order,  1964*  was  ^eDd  on  18th  May,  1965. 

During  1963,  1964  and  1965  (the  first  three  years  of  this  current 
Programme)  187  houses  have  been  dealt  with  and  174  families  have  been 
rehoused. 

In  the  light  of  Circular  II/65  of  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government,  a  report  on  the  implication  was  submitted  to  the  Council  in 
April,  1965  (see  Appendix  nL”).  This  virtually  meant  that  the  Council 
accepted  a  Third  Five-Year’s  Clearance  Programme  to  follow  the  completion 
of  the  Second  Five-Year’s  Programme,  which  was  in  its  third  Year.  The 
figures  submitted,  as  the  report  clearly  shows,  are  based  on  the  present 
standard  of  unfitness  and  would  be  materially  increased  if  a  more  realistic 
standard  is  adopted  by  the  Government. 

A  Summary  of  Houses  dealt  with  in  Slum  Clearance  Programmes  during 
the  Period  from  1945  to  19&5  inclusive  is  shown  in  Appendix  "H”. 

(h)  Rehousing  -  Removal  Expenses 

In  connection  with  the  Council’s  Slum  Clearance  Programme,  10  cases 
upon  being  rehoused  applied  for  their  removal  expenses  to  be  paid  by  the 
Council.  Under  the  Authority  of  Council  Minute  Ho.  5^7(5)  dated  October, 
1959)  the  expenses  of  9  of  these  cases  were  met  by  the  Council,  and  in  one 
case  the  expenses  of  storage  of  furniture  and  removal  were  met  from  the 
Chairman’s  Discretionary  Fund.

THE  OFFICES,  SHOPS  AND  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT,  1963 


1 .  General 


The  total  number  of  premises  on  the  Register  at  Jlst  December,  1965? 
was  285  as  compared  with  268  premises  at  the  end  of  the  previous  Year. 

82  general  inspections  were  carried  out  during  the  Year. 

In  5  cases  only  (6.1^)  did  the  premises  comply  with  the  requirements 
of  the  Act#  Notifications  were  sent  to  the  responsible  persons  in  respect 
of  the  77  (93-9$)  premises  which  revealed  contraventions  of  the  Act  on 
general  inspection. 

The  main  contraventions  found  we res-  absence  of  thermometers 
(24  cases);  absence  of  first  aid  kit  (24  cases);  abstract  not  displayed 
(51  cases);  unsatisfactory  decoration  to  sanitary  accommodation  (22  cases); 
worn  and  defective  floor  coverings  (21  cases);  absence  of  hot  water  supply 
(28  cases);  inadequate  ventilation  (25  cases);  defective  floors  (25  cases); 
absence  of  adequate  guarding  to  prescribed  dangerous  machines  (4  cases). 


2.  Lighting  (Section  8) 

During  October,  November  and  December,  1965,  the  following  premises 
registered  under  the  Act  received  a  general  inspection,  viz.  20  offices; 

28  shops;  4  catering  establishments;  1  fuel  storage  depot  -  total  53 
premises. 

The  general  impression  was  that  the  standard  of  lighting  at  working 
places  was  satisfactory.  This  impression  was  confirmed  by  light-meter 
readings.  It  was  noted,  however,  that  both  in  shops  and  offices  there  did 
not  appear  to  be  the  same  satisfactory  standard  of  lighting  on  staircases 
and  landings  and  in  sanitary  accommodation. 

12  of  the  premises  failed  in  the  opinion  of  the  inspecting  Officer  to 
comply  with  the  provisions  of  Section  8  of  the  Act  and  notification  was 
given  to  the  responsible  persons  in  respect  of  the  Contraventions.

In  advising  occupiers,  no  precise  information  in  terms  of  lumens  has 
been  given.  They  have  been  advised  to  consult  a  competent  lighting  firm. 
Improvements  suggested  to  occupiers  have  been  carried  out  reasonably  quickly 
and  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  inspecting  Officer. 

Ho  instances  of  excessive  glare  were  noted  during  the  period. 

During  the  month  of  November,  1965,  11  offices  and  8  shops  received  a 
general  inspection. 

In  the  11  offices  inspected  and  where  light-meter  readings  were  taken 
at  the  working  places,  3  were  found  to  give  a  reading  between  15  and  25 
lumens  per  square  foot  and  8  a  reading  of  over  25  lumens  per  square  foot. 

In  the  8  shops  inspected  the  selling  areas  all  gave  a  light-meter 
reading  of  over  25  lumens  per  square  foot.  Working  areas  of  these  premises 
gave  light-meter  readings  in  a  number  of  cases  below  that  in  the  selling 
area,  but  In  no  case  was  it  considered  necessary  to  call  the  occupier's 
attention  to  the  standard  of  lighting  in  such  areas. 
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3#  Accidents 


The  Department  was  called  upon  to  investigate  three  accidents  during 
the  Year.  All  of  these  accidents  occurred  in  Shops  registered  under  the 
Act . 


Two  of  these  accidents  were  of  a  minor  nature  and  it  was  found  to  be 
unnecessary  for  further  action  to  be  taken. 

The  third  accident  was  much  more  serious  resulting  in  the  amputation 
of  a  young  girl!s  finger.

5 •  Atmospheric  Pollution 

In  connection  with  the  low  level  discharge  from  a  local  cement  works, 
arrangements  were  made  between  the  firm  and  H.M. Alkali  Inspector  for  the 
installation  of  a  single  23O  ft.  high  stack  with  electrostatic  precipitators 
and  the  abolition  of  the  existing  low  level  stacks.  It  is  anticipated  that 
the  necessary  works  will  be  completed  in  the  Autumn  of  19 66. 

Whilst  there  is  bound  to  be  an  improvement  in  ground  pollution  in  the 
neighbourhood  of  the  works,  it  is  regretted  that  the  effects  of  this 
improvement  will  not  be  capable  of  measurement  as  no  recording  apparatus  is 
available.  In  the  absence  of  such  equipment  it  is  not  possible  to  kno?/ 
whether  atmospheric  pollution  is  increasing  or  declining  as  various 
improvements  are  carried  out  by  industries,  nor  is  it  possible  to  assess  the 
changing  pattern  of  pollution  from  other  sources,  e.g.  the  developing  estates 
in  various  parts  of  the  town. 

During  the  Year  serious  complaints  have  been  received  in  connection  with 
alleged  nuisance  caused  by  smell  from  the  painting  section  of  an  engineering 
works.  These  works  are  adjacent  to  a  ne?/  privately  developed  estate. 
Investigation  indicated  that  during  certain  weather  conditions  the  complaints 
Y/ere  Y;ell- founded. 

In  spite  of  the  utmost  co-operation  of  the  firm  concerned,  including  the 
provision  of  water  spray  paint  booths,  after-burners  in  the  discharge  from  a 
stoving  oven,  the  problem  has  not  been  solved. 

Further  investigation  into  the  causes  and  possible  practical  remedies  is 
continuing.  Unfortunately,  for  the  complainants  this  takes  time  and  in  the 
meantime  they  have,  on  occasion,  to  endure  the  nuisance. 
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4*  Scrap  Metal  Dealers  Act,  1964 

This  Act,  which  came  into  effect  on  1st  April,  1965*  was  the  subject  of 
a  report  to  the  Council  (see  Appendix  nM?).

5*  Home  Safety 

On  the  instruction  of  the  Council,  steps  were  taken  to  inaugurate  a 
Home  Safety  Committee. 

Many  local  interests  were  consulted  and  in  November,  1965,  an  Inaugural 
Meeting  was  held,  attended  by  Councillors  and  their  Officers,  and  a  broad 
section  of  Organisations  within  the  town. 

The  Committee  as  set  up  has  commenced  to  function  and  it  is  felt  that 
much  good  work  in  the  cause  of  Home  Safety  will  be  carried  out. 


6 .  Flooding  at  Ml  ton 

After  a  lapse  of  several  years,  flooding  occurred  at  Milton  at  about 
12.15  p.m.  on  Friday,  10th  December,  19 65?  due  to  an  exceptionally  high  tide. 
Five  dwelling-houses  and  3  business  premises  were  involved  in  this  flooding. 

Unfortunately ,  because  of  the  circumstances  associated  with  the 
flooding,  it  was  not  possible  to  give  a  warning  to  the  householders  likely  to 
be  affected. 

Disinfectant  was  issued  to  the  affected  households  and  arrangements  were 
made  through  the  Chairman  of  the  Council  -  Councillor  L.  M.  Easton,  M.B.E.  - 
for  help  to  be  given  to  the  affected  householders  to  enable  them  to  dry  the 
premises  out .

Report  of  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector 

on  Outbreak  of  suspected  Food  Poisoning  at 
East  Secondary  School  for  Girls,  Sittingboume . 


On  Tuesday  evening,  15th  June,  1965,  I  was  informed  by  a  local  General 
Practitioner  that  during  the  course  of  his  evening  surgery  he  had  seen  a  number 
of  patients  affected  with  diarrhoea  and  vomiting,  all  of  whom  had  connections 
with  the  East  Secondary  School  for  Girls,  Sittingboume. 

An  immediate  investigation  was  started  and  it  quickly  became  obvious  that 
a  large  number  of  persons  were  likely  to  be  affected. 

After  the  first  five  cases  had  been  investigated  on  the  Tuesday  night,  it 
seemed  probable  that  the  source  of  infection  was  contained  in  a  meal  which  had 
been  consumed  at  the  East  Secondary  School  for  Girls  on  the  Tuesday  lunch- time, 
and  also  that  having  regard  to  the  comparative  short  period  which  elapsed  between 
ingestion  and  onset  of  symptoms  that  the  infection  was  probably  of  a  Staphylococcus 
origin. 

On  Wednesday  morning  it  became  apparent  that  children  attending  both  the 
Ufton  Lane  and  Newington  Schools  were  similarly  affected  to  those  attending  the 
East  Secondary  School  for  Girls. 

On  investigation  at  the  kitchen  concerned  it  was  found  that,  in  fact,  the 
school  dinner  for  both  Ufton  Lane  and  Newington  Schools  was  prepared  and  sent 
out  from  the  kitchen  of  the  East  Secondary  School  for  Girls. 

The  meal  involved  consisted  of  mashed  potato,  meat  pie,  gravy,  peas  and 
carrots  and  M jelly  surprise”  pudding.  The  source  of  supply  for  the  meat  used 
in  the  pie  was  known  and  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  Sheerness  Urban 
District  Council  made  an  investigation  into  the  history  of  the  meat  concerned,  on 
my  behalf.  From  the  results  of  his  investigation  it  appeared  probable  that  the 
meat  was  not  involved  as  the  vehicle  for  carrying  the  infection.  It  then  seemed 
likely  that  the  food  implicated  was  either  the  gravy  or  the  ” jelly  surprise” 
pudding. 
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All  school  kitchens  keep  back  a  sample  meal  and  this  together  with  various 
other  specimens,  were  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Maidstone. 
Subsequently  Staphylococcus  aureus  was  isolated  from  the  ’’jelly  surprise” 
pudding  and  from  specimens  taken  from  affected  persons.  Staphylococcus  aureus 
was  not,  however,  isolated  from  the  raw  materials  which  had  gone  into  the 
’’jelly  surprise”  pudding.  This  led  to  the  probability  that  the  pudding  had 
been  infected  by  a  member  of  the  kitchen  staff.  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
therefore  examined  the  staff  and  took  certain  specimens  from  them.  Subsequently 
two  of  the  staff  were  positive  for  Staphylococcus  aureus.  In  one  case  the 
organism  being  isolated  from  an  apparently  healed  burn  on  the  arm  and,  in  the 
other,  from  the  throat. 

The  history  of  the  ’’jelly  surprise”  pudding  was  gone  into  very  thoroughly. 
Apparently  the  pudding  had  been  made  from  reconstituted  milk,  gelatine  and 
jelly  crystals.  The  milk  was  reconstituted  on  Monday  morning,  14th  June,  1965, 
boiled  and  then  allowed  to  cool  at  room  temperature.  When  the  normal  working 
day  was  finished  it  was  not  cooled  sufficiently  to  be  put  in  the  refrigerator 
so  a  member  of  the  staff  returned  about  7.30  p.m.  and  put  the  reconstituted  milk 
in  the  refrigerator.  Jelly  was  also  prepared  on  the  Monday  and  placed  in  the 
refrigerator  to  set.  On  Tuesday  morning  gelatine  was  added  to  the  reconstituted 
milk  and  the  jellies  which  had  previously  been  made  were  cut  up  and  placed  in 
the  milk  and  the  whole  allowed  to  set. 

On  examination  of  the  refrigerator  on  Wednesday  morning  it  was  observed 
that  it  had  defrosted  and  subsequently  it  v/as  found  to  be  out  of  order. 

Enquiries  have  been  made  as  to  the  atmospheric  temperature  in  the  town 
during  the  critical  period  and  it  has  been  ascertained  that  during  the  24  hours 
ending  at  10.00  a.m.  on  15th  June,  1965*  the  maximum  temperature  was  84°F.  and 
the  minimum  temperature  54°P* 

Staphylococcus  aureus  is  an  organism  which  is  commonly  present  in  pimples, 
boils,  septic  cuts  and  sores,  etc.,  and  has  the  capacity  of  forming  a  toxin  or 
poison  whilst  it  is  multiplying.  Heat  will  destroy  organisms  but  not  the  toxin 
which  has  been  formed.  Cold  will  also  inhibit  the  growth  of  organisms  thus 
reducing  the  amount  of  toxin  produced. 

It  would  appear  that  the  probable  chain  of  events  which  lee  up  to  this 
incident  was  that  the  reconstituted  milk  was  accidently  contaminated  after  the 
boiling  process  and  was  then  left  for  a  comparatively  long  period  at  room 
temperature  to  cool.  During  the  whole  of  this  time  the  organism  was  multiplying 
and  producing  a  toxin,  it  was  then  placed  in  a  refrigerator,  which  was  not 
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working,  so  that  multiplication  and  formation  of  toxin  continued  throughout  the 
night  and  up  to  the  time  it  was  consumed  so  that  it  was  inevitable  that  consumers 
of  the  pudding  would  be  affected  with  the  symptoms  common  to  this  type  of  food 
poisoning,  viz.  severe  abdominal  pain,  profuse  diarrhoea  and  vomiting  and,  in 
some  cases,  collapse.  The  atmospheric  temperature  during  the  critical  period 
also  conspired  to  ensure  that  once  the  milk  was  contaminated  conditions  were 
right  for  the  rapid  multiplication  of  the  organism  and  the  formation  of  toxin. 

Fortunately  all  those  affected  made  a  reasonably  rapid  recovery  and  the 
incident  is  now  closed  except  for  the  application  of  the  lessons  which  can  be 
learnt  from  this  unfortunate  incident. 

The  number  of  persons  at  risk  was  5&8  and  the  number  of  known  persons 
affected  was  209 >  i*e.  36.8^  of  the  number  at  risk. 

In  connection  with  the  outbreak  something  like  a  hundred  specimens,  including 
faeces,  vomit,  foodstuffs,  nose  and  throat  swabs  and  smears  from  bums,  etc.  were 
submitted  for  examination  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Plaids  tone.

Report  of  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector 
re  Power  to  require  Sanitary  Conveniences  to  be  provided  at 

Inns,  Refreshment  Houses,  etc# 

!•  In  accordance  with  Minute  296/9/65  a  survey  has  now  "been  completed  of  Cafes 

and  Restaurants  within  the  Urban  District  with  regard  to  the  provision  of 

sanitary  accommodation  for  the  use  of  customers  at  the  premises. 

2.  There  are  16  Cafes  and  Restaurants  within  the  Urban  District. 

3.  Satisfactory  sanitary  accommodation  is  already  provided  at  5  of  the 
premises . 

4.  In  a  further  4  cases  existing  sanitary  accommodation  could  be  made  available 
for  customers.  This  accommodation  is  situate  in  the  rear  yard  of  the  premises. 

Such  provision  would  not  provide  separate  accommodation  for  the  sexes. 

5*  In  7  canes  no  provision  is  made  for  customers,  nor  could  the  existing  staff 

sanitary  accommodation  be  used  conveniently  for  this  purpose  as  access  is  gained 

through  the  kitchen  or  private  parts  of  the  premises. 

6.  3  of  the  premises  included  in  paragraph  5  stand  within  the  area  covered  by 
the  Central  Redevelopment  Area  Compulsory  Purchase  Order. 

7.  In  4  of  the  cases  mentioned  in  paragraph  5*  the  provision  of  satisfactory 
sanitary  accommodation  for  customers  would  entail  fairly  extensive  works  of 
reconstruction.  Such  works,  from  an  economic  point  of  view,  may  not  be 
justified  by  the  volume  of  trade  at  the  premises* 

8  (a)  It  is  recommended  that  as  a  matter  of  policy  the  Council  should  resolve 
that  all  future  Cafes  and  Restaurants  should  be  provided  with  suitable  sanitary 
accommodation  for  the  use  of  persons  frequenting  the  premises. 

(b)  That  a  reasonable  period  be  given  to  existing  Owners  of  Cafes  and  Restaurants 
to  provide  such  accommodation  and  that  at  the  end  of  such  period  each  case  be 
judged  according  to  the  circumstances  prevailing  at  that  time.

Report  of  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector 

on  Slum  Clearance, 

(Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  Circular  11/ 65) 

The  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  has  decided  to  take  a  fresh  look 
at  the  problem  of  identifying  slums.  He  has  appointed  a  Sub-Committee  of  the 
Central  Housing  Advisory  Committee  to  assist  him.  Amongst  other  things  it  will 
consider  whether  it  is  practicable  to  establish  objective  criteria  which  could  be 
used  in  a  statistical  analysis  of  how  much  of  the  Nation1 s  housing  stock  is  unfit 
for  human  habitation.  If  such  criteria  can  be  established  it  will  enable  local 
authorities  to  review  their  slum  problems  for  the  first  time  on  the  basis  of 
common  standards. 

In  the  meantime  the  Minister  wishes  local  authorities  to  make  a  final  estimate 
of  the  total  number  of  houses  considered  to  be  unfit  for  human  habitation  by  the 
standard  they  now  apply  when  considering  whether  property  should  be  condemned. 

It  is  required  that  authorities  should  include  all  houses  which  were  unfit  in 
the  first  quarter  of  this  year  regardless  of  the  time  which  would  be  needed  to 
clear  them. 

Local  authorities  are  asked  not  to  carry  out  special  surveys  but  merely  to 
bring  up  to  date  the  estimates  on  wThich  they  have  hitherto  worked. 

Returns  are  required  to  be  made  not  later  than  the  30th  April,  1965. 

In  order  to  comply  with  the  Minister^  requirements  it  is  necessary  to  include 
in  the  return  all  houses  on  which  slum  clearance  action  has  been  initiated,  but 
which  have  not  yet  been  finally  dealt  with. 

} 

This  means  that  so  far  as  this  Council  is  concerned,  the  number  of  houses  to 
be  included  in  the  return  falls  into  two  categories  (l)  those  included  in  the 
Second  5-Years  Clearance  Programme  which  have  not  yet  been  finally  dealt  with,  and 
(2)  additional  houses  which  may  be  considered  to  be  unfit  according  to  the 
prevailing  housing  standards. 

The  present  position  is  - 

( 1 )  Houses  included  in  current  slum  clearance  programme; 

Houses  in  ?/hich  action  has  been  initiated  but  not  completed 

Houses  still  to  be  dealt  with

( 2)  Additional  Houses; 
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It  is  suggested  that  for  the  purposes  of  the  present  return  the  Council  may 
agree  that  in  addition  to  the  houses  quoted  above  the  following  additional  houses 


should  be  included  - 

(a)  Murston  Road  (East  Side)  ~  69 

(b)  Canterbury  Road  (North  Side  -  East  of  Murston  Road)  -  23 

(c)  Milton  Road/Eastbourne  Street/Westbourne  Street  etc. 

Areas  -  60 

(d)  Railway  Terrace  -  17 

Total  -  169 


If  the  above-mentioned  suggestion  is  adopted,  the  Minister  would  be  informed 
that  to  the  best  of  the  Council’s  knowledge,  and  based  on  present  housing  standards, 
the  total  slum  clearance  problem  in  the  Urban  District  totals  314  dwellings. 

It  should  be  clearly  understood  that  this  return  would  in  no  way  commit  the 
Council  to  the  date  when  they  would  take  action  on  the  169  additional  houses. 

In  any  case  no  progress  could  be  made  until  after  the  completion  of  the  Council’s 
Second  5-Years  Clearance  Programme.  It  also  ought  to  be  re-stated  that  a  detailed 
survey  has  not  been  carried  out  and  it  may  well  be  found,  on  detailed  survey, 
that  a  number  of  the  houses  included  in  the  broad  areas  outlined  are  in  fact  not 
unfit  for  human  habitation. 

The  above  return  is  based  upon  present  housing  standards  and  takes  no  account 
of  any  improved  standards  which  may  result  from  the  work  of  the  Sub-Committee 
referred  to  at  the  beginning  of  the  report.

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APPENDIX  "M" 


Report  of  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector 

on  Scrap  Metal  Dealers  Act,  1964* 


The  above-named  Act  came  into  force  on  1st  April,  19&5* 

Registration  of  Scrap  Metal  Dealers 

Every  local  authority  is  to  maintain  a  register  of  persons  carrying  on 
business  in  their  area  as  scrap  metal  dealers. 

Any  person  carrying  on  business  on  1st  April,  19&5*  as  a  scrap  metal  dealer 
and  any  person  proposing  after  that  date  to  carry  on  such  a  business,  may  apply 
to  the  local  authority  for  registration  and  upon  his  furnishing  the  particulars 
prescribed  in  section  1(4)  the  authority  must  enter  the  particulars  in  the  register. 
There  is  no  discretion  to  refuse  registration. 

The  registration  will,  unless  cancelled,  be  effective  for  a  period  of  three 
years . 


The  Minister  directs  the  attention  of  the  Council  to  the  advisability  of 
taking  steps  administratively  to  ensure  that  the  obligation  to  re-register  is 
brought  to  the  notice  of  the  dealer  whenever  his  registration  is  about  to  expire. 
In  this  connection  it  is  suggested  that  a  reminder  be  sent  to  a  dealer  six  weeks 
before  the  date  on  which  the  registration  expires. 

All  registrations  of  existing  scrap  metal  dealers  must  be  made  before  1st 
July,  1965.  Any  such  person  who  fails  to  register  before  this  date  will  be  liable 
on  summary  conviction  to  a  fine  not  exceeding  £100. 

There  is  a  statutory  duty  imposed  upon  local  authorities  to  enforce  the 
provisions  of  the  section  with  respect  to  the  registration  of  persons  carrying  on 
business  as  scrap  metal  dealers  in  their  area. 

Records  of  Deal ings 


The  Act  prescribes  that  certain  records  should  be  kept  by  scrap  metal  dealers, 
also  the  place  where  such  records  shall  be  kept. 

Local  authorities  have  no  responsibility  for  the  enforcement  of  these 
requirements  but  they  have  power  under  section  3  to  relax  them  in  certain 
circumstances . 

The  power  to  relax  the  requirements  as  to  the  keeping  of  records  relates  to  a 
registered  dealer  who  satisfies  the  local  authority  that  he  carries  on  (or  proposes 
to  carry  on)  business  as  a  scrap  metal  dealer  only  as  an  itinerant  collector,  in 
such  a  case  he  may  be  exempted  by  the  local  authority  from  keeping  the  full  records 
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required  by  section  2.  A  person  so  exempted  is  required,  whenever  he  sells 
scrap  metal  to  obtain  from  the  purchaser  a  receipt  showing  the  weight  and  price 
and  he  must  keep  such  receipts  for  two  years  so  as  to  be  able  to  produce  them 
on  demand  to  any  constable. 

The  local  authority  may  not  make  an  order  authorising  exemption  of  an 
itinerant  collector  except  after  consultation  with  the  chief  officer  of  police 
for  the  police  area  in  which  the  area  of  the  local  authority  is  comprised.  Once 
made  the  order  may  be  revoked  at  any  time  at  the  discretion  of  the  local  authority. 

I  have  consulted  Superintendent  Ward,  the  responsible  chief  officer  of  police 
for  the  police  areas,  with  regard  to  his  views  on  the  granting  of  such  exemption 
orders  to  itinerant  collectors.  He  has  requested  that  the  police  be  notified  of 
each  itinerant  collector  who  is  registered  and  he  will  then  put  the  Police 
Authority’s  viev/s  to  the  Council  within  fourteen  days  of  such  notification  so 
that  they  may  then  consider  whether  it  is  proper  to  make  an  exemption  order  in 
the  particular  case. 

It  has  already  been  apparent  that  itinerant  collectors  are  likely  to  be 
persons  living  without  a  fixed  abode  and  that  difficulties  are  likely  to  arise 
in  forwarding  certificates  of  registration  and  exemption  orders,  if  any.  It  is, 
therefore,  suggested  that  itinerant  collectors  should  be  made  to  come  to  the 
office  to  collect  their  registration  certificate  and  exemption  order,  if  any.
